f. Ala., Dec 88. -One of 
the moat disastrous wreck* In the his- 
tory of southern railroads happened 36 
mUoa south of here (Sunday morning 
•t T:BO o'clock .in which 88 persons 
were killed outright and 10 others in- 
jured, two of whom will die. The Ill- 
fated train waa a Louisville and Nash- 
Tille local which runs from here to 
Bloc ton, a distance o( 40 miles. The 
train left here at 6:80 in charge of 
Engineer Frank White and Conductor 
A. P. Council. Four miles north of 
Blocton the entire train, made up of 
an engine, bagfafe car and two 
passenger coaches, crashed through 
a bridge TOO feet long and 130 feet high 
into the Cahaba river. A rail had been 
removed from the track, and when the 
engine struck that, 300 feet of the 
bridge gave way and went down with 
the train. Immediately the wreck 
took fire, the water being only three 
feet deep, and before sufficient help 
could be secured, the unfortunate pas- 
sengers and trainmen, who were pin- 
ioned under the debris were burne d to 
death in sight of other unfortunate 
victims of the disaster. Some of the 
passengers, not so badly hurt, managed 
to crawl out and do all they could in 
assisting others, but with little avail. 

The dead are: Frank White, en- 
fflneer, of Birmingham; Geo. Carney, 
flagman, Birmingham; A. P. Connell, 
conductor, of Birmingham; Thomas 
Btreetcr, colored porter, of Birming- 
ham; Jordon Powell, wife and eight 
children, of Bloctuu: Mrs. Ili-nry Han- 
berry and two children, of Birming- 
ham; James Boling, express messen- 
ger, of Uuthrie, Ky.; L W. Martin, 
Brookwood; Bruce Phillips, Blocton; 
S. W. Tibbs and wife, Campbelltown; 
Andrew Bryson, Blocton; Geo. Olen- 
dall, Helena, and four others unidenti- 
fied. 

The injured are: Ed Echols, slightly 
injured; Henry Banbury, ribs broken; 

Powell, child, feet badly burned; 

Mrs. Walker, of Blocton, internally, 
will die; Mrs. Walker's three children, 
•lightly injured; Mias Booth, Blocton, 
internally, will die; Stan Stewart, arm 



The bridge was a ponderous wooden 
structure with an Iron apan of 200 feet 
in the center, and juat at the beginning 
of the iron work train wreckers had 
polled the spikes and removed one of 
the rails. When the engineer discov- 
ered this as was evident from the posi- 
tion of his throttle and revaf ae lever, 
he Immediately attempted to stop but 
waa running at such a rate of speed aa 
to carry down the bridge. Every evl- 
denoe ehowed that train- wreckers had 
been at work. 

Aa soon as news was received here 
both the Louisville and Nashville and 
Southern railways sent out relief 
trains loaded with physicians and 
others, and everything possible was 
done for those who had been fortunate 
enough to get away from reach of the 
flames, which quickly consumed all of 
the coaches and a part of the bridge. 
Many of the dead were charred 
completely beyond recognition. The ex 
act number who perished will never be 
known but it Is believed It will reach 
38. To cap the climax one of the re- 
lief trains which left here ran into the 
rear end of the wrecking train, which 
waa stopped about 150 feet from the 
bridge, and came near knocking it on 
top of the burning train. In this acci- 
dent the following were injured: Sam 
Eastls, will die; Wm. Raat, will die; 
Wood Campbell, leg broken; Charles L. 
Stone, legs badly hurt; John Kitten- 
bury, earkle broken. 



Paris, Deo 
ldth Bead died Sunday 
pneumonia. 

John Merldth Read, the well known 
American diplomatist, was born in 
Philadelphia February 87, 1897. he be- 
ing a son of a former solicitor general 
of the United Statea. He received hia 
education at a military school and at 
Brown academy, where he received 
the degree of A. M. In 1806. He was 
graduated at the Albany law school in 
1888, studied international law In 
Europe, was admitted to the bar 
in Philadelphia and afterward re- 
moved to Albany, N. Y. He was 
adjutant general of New York 
in 1860-00 and waa one of the origi- 
nators of the "Wide- Awake" polit- 
ical clubs In 1B60. He was chair- 
man In April of the same year of the 
committee of three to draft a bill in 
behalf of New York state appropriat- 
ing J100.000 for the purchase of arms 
and equipments, and he subsequently 
received the thanks of the war depart- 
ment for his ability and seal in organ- 
izing, equipping and forwarding 
troops. He was first United States 
consul general for France and Algeria 
in 1869-73 and 1870-72 acting consul 
general for Germany during the 
Franco-German war. 

After the war he was appointed by 
Gen. DeCissry, French minister of war, 
to form and preside over a commission 
to ox-amlne into the desirability of 
teaching the English lapguage to the 
French troops. 

In November, 1873, he waa appointed 
United 8tat*s minister resident in 
Greece. One of his first acts was to ae- 
i the release of the American ship 
lenia and to obtain from the Greek 
government a revocation of the order 
that prohibited the sale of the Bible in 
Greece. During the Kusao-Turkey war 
he discovered that only one port in 
Russia was still open, and he pointed 
out to Secretary Evarts the advantage* 
that would accrue to the commerce of 
the United States were a grain fleet 
dispatched from New York to that 
port. The event justified his judg- 
ment, since the exports of oereals 
from the United States showed an in- 
crease within a year of ■73.000,1)00. 

While minister to Greece he received 
the thanks of his government for his 
protection of American persons and 
interests in the dangerous crisis of 
1881. Soon afterward congress, from 
motives of economy, refused the ap- 
propriation for the legation at Athens 
and Gen. Reed, believing that the time 
waa too critical to withdraw the mis- 
sion, carried out on his own individual 
expense untU his resignation Septem- 
ber 23, 1889. 

In 1881, when owing In part to his 
efforts the territory that had been ad- 
juged to Greeee had been finally trans- 
ferred, King George created him a 
knight grand croaa of the order of 
the Redeemer, the highest dignity in 
the gift of the Greek government 
Gen. Read waa president of the Social 
Science congress at Albany. N. Y.. in 
18«8. and vice president of one at Ply- 
month, England, in 1878. He was the 
author of an "Historical Inquiry Con- 
cerning Henry Hudson," whioh first 
threw light upon his origin and the 
sources of the ideas that guided that 
navigator, and 
rent literature.

Holt, colored, 
murderer of Police Officer W. A. White, 
was taken from jail by a mob at 
o'clock Saturday morning and hanged 
to a tree in the court house yard. This 
is Kentucky's sixth lynching ii 
many day*. About 8:35 o'clock two 
men knocked at the jail doors, 
and in response to a question 
from Deputy Jailer John Ash- 
by, Jr., who demanded who had 
knocked, said they had a prisoner they 
wished to lock up for safe-keeping. 
Thus being thrown off his guard young 
Ashby opened the door only to face 
two big revolvers. He wss overpow- 
ered before he could utter a cry and 
the keys were taken from him. At a 
signal from the two men 30 or 40 oth- 
ers poured Into the Jail from the 
darkness Proceeding up-stalrs sev- 
eral of the mob held Jailer John 
Ashby, ar., a captive while two 
others moved on to the cell where 
Holt and the five other Negroes impli- 
cated with him were aaleep They did 
not arouse from their beds till the keys 
rsttled in the keyhole Then they 
pleaded for mercy. The leader said 
Holt was the guilty man aud he alone 
was wanted. Pleading for hia life, 
Holt was taken out of the jsll through 
the courthouse to the east side facing 
the Rudd bouse. He was given time to 
pray, when a rope was placed about 
hia neck. In ten minutes Holt hsd been 
strangled to death The mob waa 
quiet that not over ten outsiders knew 
anything of the lynching. Holt had 
only been brought here a few days ago 
from Louisville, where he was taken 
for safe- keeping. 

The lynching of Holt Is 
by many ottisens as innxcu.

ARBITRATION. 

General System of Settling Dis- 
putes Agreed Upon. 



Judicial Officer, as Arbitrators With 
Ad Umpire for Final Appeal.

New York, Dee. 88. —A Herald spe- 
cial from Washington says: Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian l'auncefote hare 
finally agreed upon a draft of a treaty 
providing for a general system of arbi- 
tration of disputes between the United 
States and Great Britain. The nego- 
tlatlons were concluded during the ab- 
sence of the president on his recent 
gunning trip, and although the 
latter has not yet given 
approval of the agreement, tin 
is little doubt that he will 
do so and the proposed treaty will be 
submitted to the senate immediately 
after congress reconvenes. It is stated 
that the proposed treaty is dr 
mainly upon the lines proposed by 
Lord Salisbury in April last, and it is 
therefore assumed that there will be 
no delay in seeuring the approval of 
the British premier. A copy of the In- 
strument, as agreed upon by Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian l'auncefote, 
was majled to him about a week ago, 
and the British embassy here '1a ex- 
peting daily to hear of the acceptance. 
Although well satisfied with the terms 



It will 
doubtless be attacked, ostensibly on 
the ground* that undue concessions 
have been made to Great Britain in the 
preparation of the treaty, 'but mainly 
for partisan reasons. With less than 
50 days of the session remaining it will 
require little opposition ~tb throw the 
whole matter over to the McKinley ad- 
ministration, and this is what many of 
the Republicans, it is said, desire. 

The proposed treaty, aa agreed upon,

Before entering on the work of arbi- 
tration the arbitrators arc to select an 
umpire by whom any question upon 
which they disagree shall be decided.

In the event of either power protest- 
ing that an award is erroneous in re- 
spect to some fact or international 
law, the decision of the arbitrators 
may be reviewed by a court composed 
of three judges of the supreme court of 
the I'nited States and an equal number 
of Great Britain.
